In  every  walk  of  life  we  are  agitated.  We  do  not  know  which  way  to 
turn.  We  are  beset  by  so  many  different  problems  that  we  have  lost  our  bearings. 
Our  intellectual  leaders  have  become  prophets  of  gloom.  Our  guides  have  become 
pessimistic.  We  not  only  speak  of  the  end  of  an  era,  we  speak  of  the  doom  of 
civilization.  The  trouble  with  us  is  that  we  have  lost  our  sense  of  perspective. 
Ours  is  not  the  darkest  period  in  the  history  of  the  world.  Ours  are  not  the 
most  confusing  days  through  which  men  have  lived.  Our  children  are  not  the  worst. 
To  be  different  is  not  to  be  bad.  Who  can  read  the  Old  Testament  and  not  believe 
this?  Who  can  read  history  and  not  understand  this?  To  those  of  us  who  believe 
in  Christ,  to  whom  Christmas  is  a  spiritual  fact,  there  comes  the  persuasion 
that  the  light  of  Christ  will  in  time  diffuse  and  penetrate  the  gloom  of  this 
day  and  change  the  chaos  of  our  order  into  sane  and  quiet  living. 

In  her  book,  "North  to  the  Orient,"  Mrs.  Lindbergh  describes  the 
flight  to  Point  Barrow  -  the  fogs,  the  lack  of  visibility.  They  had  to  fly  low. 
She  had  to  reel  in  her  antennae.  She  could  not  send  out  any  messages.  They  did 
not  know  where  they  were  and  what  their  fate  would  be.  With  fearful  hearts  they 
were  hoping  that  some  word  from  the  outside  world  might  reach  them  to  give  them 
directions.  They  waited,  and  waited.  And  at  last  the  message  came,  twice, 
three  times,  then  silence  again.  Then  the  message  was  repeated.  "Fog  lifting 
fast.  Visibility  two  miles.  Don’t  think  you  have  any  trouble  finding  lagoon." 

The  operator  at  Barrow  had  done  it.  They  would  get  through  all  right.  The  fog 
was  lifting  and  the  visibility  was  clear.  This  is  the  message  that  comes  to  the

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CHRISTMAS  WEEK  IN  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 


There  are  preliminaries  in  September.  Up  goes  a  hand  and  a  plaintive 
voice  inquires,  "Mis'  Blair,  what  yer  going  to  have  for  Christmas?"  After  Hallow¬ 
e'en  there  are  several  inquiries  and  by  Thanksgiving  there  is  no  holding  them. 

Nor  are  the  children  the  only  ones  who  ask  "What  are  you  going  to  have  for  Christ¬ 
mas?"  But  time  does  pass  and  at  last  it  is  Christmas  Week. 

Sunday  night  at  the  Quaker  Meeting  House.  The  Sabbath  School  has  a 
Christmas  concert  and  the  little  tots  stumble  up  the  steps  to  lisp  their  first 
pieces  and  then  tumble  down  again  to  the  loving  arms  of  fond  parents.  The  gentle 
old  saint  who  has  spent  twenty  years  of  his  life  in  Palestine,  teaching  and 
preaching  in  the  Friends'  School,  tells  of  the  children  in  Bethlehem  today,  and 
then  in  simple  and  touching  language  of  that  Child  who  lived  in  Bethlehem  so 
long  ago.  Then  a  sweet  voice  sings  "Once  unto  the  Shepherds"  and  in  the  silence 
that  follows  perhaps  someone  feels  a  Presence  near.  Then  the  simple  gifts,  dear 
to  the  hearts  of  children,  are  distributed  and  they  go  their  way. 

Monday  morning.  The  children  have  been  using  all  their  spare  time  for 
days  in  making  wreaths,  in  working  on  a  border  of  Christmas  scenes  to  go  over 
the  blackboards,  in  making  Christmas  cards  and  all  sorts  of  things.  School  be¬ 
gins  with  "Carol,  Brothers,  Carol!"  and  ends  with  "0,  Come  All  Ye  Faithful." 

We've  learned  selections  from  St.  Luke  and  from  St.  Matthew.  Nor  is  that  all. 
We’ve  dramatized  "The  Birds’  Christmas  Carol"  and  boy,  oh  boy!  it  is  some  play. 
With  impish  humor  the  children  have  elected  the  one  boy  who  never  can  keep  quite 
clean  for  the  part  of  Peter.  Why?  He  has  to  bo  scrubbed  up  in  the  play  and 
Sarah  Maud  promises  a  thorough  job. 

A  knock  at  the  door.  There  stands  my  neighbor  from  over  the  hill. 

"We  spotted  a  fine  Christmas  tree  for  you"  says  he.  "There  ain't  nothing  to 
hinder  Nolan  and  me  getting  it  this  afternoon  if  you  ain’t  got  nothin'  better." 
"Nothing  better"  said  I.  So  in  the  middle  of  the  afternoon,  the  Christmas  tree, 
a  stately  young  spruce  arrives  accompanied  by  most  of  the  young  fellows  in  the 
neighborhood. 

It’s  Tuesday  night.  For  eighteen  years  the  same  man  has  decorated  the 
Christmas  tree.  The  boys  just  out  of  school  come  to  give  advice  and  lend  a  hand. 
At  last  it  stands  in  the  corner  of  the  Primary  room,  topped  by  a 

shining  star.  Its  branches  are  ^vy\^  hung  with  silver  and  rows  of 

colored  lights  twinkle  from  top  to  bottom.  It’s  a  lovely  thing! 

In  the  other  room  the  Woman’s  "  L  Club  are  having  their  15th 

annual  Christmas  tree.  A  tiny  tree  it  is,  but  gay  with 

decorations.  Bach  woman  draws  a  number  and  matches  it  to  a 

ten-cent  gift  and  there  is  much  laughter  and  good 

cheer.  The  tree-decorators  v .....v  -  yY \,  come  in  and  join  in  the 
variety  supper.  The  variety  *''z  suPPer  used  to  consist  of 

what  anyone  wanted  to  »  •'  fl  bring  but  one  year  ten 

women  wanted  to  bring  ' °  pickles.  Since  then 

we  have  followed  sugges-  tions.  The  women-folk 

have  filled  candy  and  : '.!■/'  popcorn  bags  for  every 

child  in  the  community  and  it  is  a  community 

thick  with  children.  Those  red  and  white  bundles 

contain  caps,  mittens  and  &  sweaters,  stockings, 

socks,  yards  of  outing  cloth,  blouse  patterns,  some  useful 

gift  for  every  school-child. 
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Wednesday  morning  such  a  hubbub,  such  confusion!  The  last  rehearsal  - 
terrible!  The  wreaths  go  out  carried  by  happy  groups,  gay  with  red  caps  and 
fluttering  ribbons.  The  ice  cream  arrives.  Cakes  are  coming  in.  The  last 
touches  to  costumes,  the  last  bits  of  decorations,  the  last  odcfs  and  ends  that 
never  get  done.  Then  the  play.  All  the  seats  filled  and  also  the  aisles  and 
people  standing  in  the  corners  and  jamming  the  halls  and  the  big  boys  looking  in 
at  the  windows.  No  one  has  to  be  prompted  and  the  young  actors  are  quite  clever. 
Evelyn  will  be  called  Mrs.  Ruggles  for  years,  and  Peter  comes  out  from  the  scrub¬ 
bing  with  the  skin  off  his  nose  and  the  rest  of  his  face  shining  from  the  atten¬ 
tions  of  Sarah  Maud.  After  the  play  is  over  the  children  go  into  the  other  room 
carrying  newspapers.  They  put  them  on  the  floor  and  sit  down  to  enjoy  the  ice 
cream  and  cake.  Then  Santa  Claus  appears  and  the  gifts  are  distributed  and  the 
happy  folk  say  -  "Well  this  has  been  some  Christmas!” 

There  are  other  things  I’d  like  to  tell  you  more  about.  The  nights  we 
go  a-caroling  along  the  snowy  roads  with  sometimes  the  moon  to  light  our  way  and 
sometimes  only  the  light  of  distant  stars.  There  is  another  Christmas  Party  at 
the  Town  Hall  given  by  the  American  Legion.  There  is  a  skating  party  on  the 
nearby  pond  with  "hot  dogs"  and  hot  coffee.  There’s  sometimes  a  ride  to  Man¬ 
chester,  twenty  miles  away  and  midnight  Mass  at  the  great  cathedral.  And  then, 
when  it  is  all  over  and  school  begins  again,  on  that  first  morning  after  vacation 
some  child  will  raise  his  hand  and  say,  "Mrs.  Blair,  what  are  we  going  to  have 
next  Christmas?"

I 
recall  joyously  one  firm  that  showed  the  true  Christmas  spirit,  and  on  the  day 
before  Christmas  the  employers  of  that  firm  would  gather  together  in  the  office 
singing  Christmas  carols  and  holding  a  short  service  of  worship  and  joy  as  they 
brought  their  gifts  together,  some  small  and  some  large,  for  those  less  fortunate 
than  they.  They  were  all  one  big  happy  family,  from  the  president  right  down  the 
line  to  the  office  boy,  thinking  not  of  themselves,  but  of  the  other  fellow. 

When  I  recall  another  type  of  firm  where  Christmas  meant  nothing  more 
than  another  holiday,  and  on  the  day  before  Christmas  the  employees  of  that  firm 
would  have  little  parties  in  the  office,  consisting  mainly  of  liquid  refreshment 
to  bolster  their  spirits  before  leaving  for  home,  I’m  wondering  what  kind  of  a 
reception  that  employee  received  from  his  or  her  family  upon  arriving  home,  and 
how  much  of  the  real  Christmas  spirit  he  had.

Christian  Leadership  Training  Camp-Conferences.  Three  of  the  leaders  who  served 
with  John  L.  Alexander  -  Kinji-gissis  -  on  the  leadership  staffs  of  the  pioneer 
1914  camps  are  still  active  in  the  Founder  work:  Wm.  H.  Danforth  -  Minisino, 
President  of  The  American  Youth  Foundation,  Herman  Bowmar  -  Mojag  -  who  is  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Foundation,  and  P.  G.  Orwig  -  Wadjepi  - 
the  Foundation  Director. 
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Wadjepi’s  title  in  the  1914  Boys’  Camp  was  that  of  Associate  Director.  Minisino 
was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  sponsoring  the  camps  and  also  served  as  a  group 
leader.  Associate  Director  -  R.  A.  (Dad)  Waite  was  at  that  time  a  member  of  the 
camp  committee,  coming  actively  into  camp  .leadership  in  1915.  Kinji-gissis 
personally  directed  the  1914  Boys’  Camp. 

The  first  Older  Girls’  Camp  was  directed  by  Mrs.  Katherine  Willard  Eddy  - 
"Beeda-jim  -  who  for  many  years  has  been  on  the  staff  of  Riverside  Church  in 
Neiv  York  City.  Miss  Helen  Forbes  (Gash-Kiton)  now  Mrs.  P.  G.  Orwig,  was  Associ¬ 
ate  Director  of  the  pioneer  1914  Girls’  Camp. 

Although  our  first  Eastern  camp  was  not  established  until  1920,  tho  25th  Anni¬ 
versary  celebration  will  be  observed  in  all  of  the  1938  Founder  Camps.
